Building Activity Still 
Continues, Permits Show 


Grass Fire 
Threatens Fuel 

The new Pumper Truck re¬ 
cently purchased by the Rural 
Fire 4 Protection Co-operative got 
its first taste of serious action last 
Friday, when the Vulcan depart¬ 
ment was called to a fire at the 
Norman Hilz farm which came 
dangerously close to setting off his 
fuel storage building. 

The call to the farm, four miles 
north and four east of town, came 
in at 10 minutes past five in the 
afternoon and when the truck ar¬ 
rived the flames were leaping 
around the fuel building and Nor¬ 
man at first waved the truck 
aWay fearing the stored diesel and 
gasoline would ignite. 

Norman had been burning weeds 
near his buildings and the fire got 
away from him, burned along a 
corral fence and also took a hay 
stack. It was in line with the fuel 
storage and had the shed gone 
there was a down-hill run to 
several granaries and other farm 
buildings. 

Water was taken from a water 
trough with a portable pump, part 
of the truck’s equipment, but the 
blaze was controlled without de¬ 
pleting the supply.

The new fire truck of the Vul¬ 
can Rural Fire Protection Co-op¬ 
erative arrived recently and is now 
ready for work. Shown above is 
the full fire-fighting strength 
available for town and district, 
with the new Dodge in front of 
the 1943 Chev and the old 1929 
job which is now a stand-by unit 
available in case of emergency. In 
the background is the new cinder- 
brick fire hall now being brought 
to completion. 

Standing beside the first truck 
is fireman Roy McLennan while 
fire chief Bob Johnson is at the 
door of the second pumper. 


The new pumper was made by 
King Seagrave Company of Wood- 
stock, Ontario and the truck is a 
1961 Dodge model D-500, V-8. It 
is equipped with a 500 gallons per 
minute front-mounted pump, a 
700 gallon tank and a portable 
pump with an eight horse power 
motor. Existing hose and other 
equipment was taken from the old 
truck and now each of the two 
pumpers to be used has aproxl- 
mately 1,100 feet of two and one- 
half inch hose and 450 feet of one 
and one-half inch. 

Cost of the truck was approxi¬ 
mately $9,750 with some saving

Champion Pioneer, Contract Is For 10 Miles 
Mrs. MacDougall 
CaJled By Death 



Not a sit-down strike, a “march 
to Ottawa” or kitchen lino-up is 
this string of district farm folk. 
"We're here to get something for 
those grasshoppers before they 
come to get us,” said one farmer. 
Taken Tuesday, June 13, outside 
the County office a group of about 
50 were lined up through the noon 
hour waiting for a 150 gallon 
shipment of 'hopper-killing Diel- 
drin due in from Lethbridge. At 
that point in the grasshopper war 
the spray was critically scarce 
compared with the amount needed 
and the agriculture staff, Norman 
Soder and Clarence Roth were on 
the phone steadily keeping farmers 
up to date as to when shipments 
were due. 

Two gallons were given farmers 
applying for the first time for the 
chemical and one gallon went to 
those who had received less than 
five gallons previously. Five gal¬ 
lons will cover roughly 160 acres 
and is the cheapest and most ef¬ 


fective chemical. It is sold through 
the Department of Agriculture, 
Field Crops Branch and costs 15 to 
16 cents per acre to apply while 
the ’hoppers are young, while 
other brands run from 26 to 35 
cents per acre and up under the 
same circumstances. 

With the lineup starting at 
about 9:00 a.m., by noon the his¬ 
tory of grasshopper and gopher 
infestation and changing methods 
of combatting the pests were 
gone over and the odd old-timer 
seemed still of the opinion that a 
mixture of sawdust, bran and 
strychnine was still as good a con¬ 
trol method as any. One story, en¬ 
larged upon somewhat through the 
years, was about the farmer who 
left his team of horses tied to a 
fence and before his return the 
grasshoppers moved in. He came 
back to find no team but several 
’hoppers leaning against the fence 
picking their teeth and two others 
playing horse-shoes! 


An oldtimer of the Champion 
district, Mrs. Nellie Maud McDou- 
gall, died in Vulcan at the age of 
77 years, after a lengthy Illness. 
She was born March 11, 1884 in 
Fort William, Ont., where she re¬ 
sided until moving to Duluth, 
Minn., in 1893. 

At Duluth on Feb. 26, 1908 she 
married John David McDougall, 
who homesteaded in the Clever- 
ville district in March 1905, and 
she came west as a bride the same 
year. 

Mrs. McDougall was a charter 
member of the Cleverville Pioneers 
Association. In the early days she 
was very active in the first Red 
Cross organization which was 
formed, later in the Women’s In¬ 
stitute and the United Church 
Women’s Association. She was 
honored with u life membership in 
Champion Women’s Association at 
the dedication of the new United 
Church there. 

She was predeceased by her 
husband John David McDougall on 
Jan. 18, 1957 and one son, Charles 
McDougall, April 16, 1938. 

Mrs. McDougall is survived by 
three daughters, Mrs. Karl Maeck, 
South River, Ont, Mrs. Stephen 
Cowgill, Champion, Mrs. Calvin 
Hollister, Vulcan; and three 
brothers, Carl Wiles, Yakima, 
Wash., Williams Wiles, Seattle. 
Wash., and Charles Wiles, Cham¬ 
pion; four grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. 

Services were held from the 
Champion United Church on Tues¬ 
day, June 27, conducted by Rev 
Peter Dawson, assisted by Rev. D. 
A. Sharpe. Pall bearers were An¬ 
drew Dunipace, Max Groves, Al¬ 
fred Fleetwood, Oscar Hagg, 
Robert Maxwell and Jock Mc¬ 
Intyre. 

Vulcan Funeral Home was in 
charge of arrangements and burial 
was in Archmount Memorial Gar¬ 
dens, Lethbridge.

Start Base Course Work 
West End Highway 23 


The joining . of the pavement 
from east to w‘-4Ton Highway 23 
is still a long way off but slowly 

drawing closer with work begin¬ 
ning recently on the west 10 miles 
of the road. 

Equipment is working from the 
junction east of High River to the 
turn-off south of Blackie, and has 
been on the project for about two 
weeks. A new type of highway 
construction, using the soil-cement 
process similar to that applied on 
Vulcan streets, is being used on 
this 27 miles of road and the base 
course is laid from the junction 
to the first turn at Frank Lake. 
Last weekend a three-foot high 
strip of gravel mixture running 
part way along the road by the 
north end of the lake was the 
biggest bottle-neck to traffic but 
was being watered down, and traf¬ 
fic was moving easily through con¬ 
struction. 

The firm of Peter Kiewit and 
Sons Company of Canada Ltd., are 
doing the work. Their tender for 
the job was $175,889. 

There have been no contracts 
let for the asphalt surfacing of 
this highway portion and also it 
is not known whether more will 
be done this year or whether work 
will be continued next year but U. 
is presumed that now the project 
is begun, the remaining 17 miles 
will be completed next year.

The Vulcan water crew was 
composed of Andy Broere on the 
nozzle, Ray Beckner anji Roy Mc¬ 
Lennan on the hose changing and 
Walter "Doc” Stewart at the 
pumper and handling the hose 
clamp. Best time for them was 
40-plus seconds in the one run and 
a wash-out in the other. The boys 
say they were down' into the low 
20 second mark on one run but 
"Doc” had a new type of hose 
clamp and a few extra pounds 
pressure to fight, which almost 
blew him out of town. 

In practice runs at Vulcan the 
two weeks previous to the compe¬ 
tition the boys came down to un¬ 
der 25 seconds in their time so 
next year they'll tie a load of 
locks on "Doc” and take on all 
comers.

Are you towing a trailer behind 
your car or truck? If you are, 
check the following requirements 
and see whether or not your 
trailer is safe to be on the high¬ 
way. , 

Tail Lamp— At least one red 
light mounted at the rear that is 
visible for a distance of 500 feet, 
mounted not less than 20” nor 
more than 72” from the ground. 

Brake Light— Mounted at the 
rear, displaying a red light that 
is visible for a distance of 100 feet 
in daylight and that can be light¬ 
ed upon application of the foot 
brake. 

Signal Lights— On boat trailers 
to indicate turning are not man¬ 
datory, but are beneficial for 
safety. Hand signals are legal but 
not practical for night driving. It 
is recommended that two light 
units be installed on either side 
of the trailer incorporating the 
tail lights, signal lights and brake 
lights. This arrangement also pro¬ 
tects the boat owners. 

Clearance Lights— Required if 
trailer over 80 inches in width. 

Reflectors— One red reflector of 
3” diameter required to be placed 
at the rear of the trailer. 

Brakes— Not required unless 
over 5000 lbs., but unit must be 
able to stop within 30 feet at 20 
miles per hour. 

Tires— There are no regulations 
regarding tires but unsafe tires 
will cause serious accidents. 

Mirrors— Required to be placed 
in a position so that the driver 
has a clear view of the roadway 
to the rear. 

Hitches— Must be of sufficient 
strength to pull all weight towed 
and consist of one hitch and draw¬ 
bar, and one safety chain or 
other separate means of attach¬ 
ment. 

Perjnits— No license is required 
in Alberta. Permits are required 
for moving house trailers over ten 
feet in width or overall length of

Another of Bruce Roe’s photos 
of old-time Vulcan appears above 
and carries with It quite a story 
of the growth of the Vulcan Co¬ 
op through which much business 
was carried on from the year 1912. 

Taken in 1915, the photo shows 
the activity at the Vulcan Co-op 
and on the near wagon facing the 
camera is Mr. Roe, piling a load 
of granary lumber to house his 
bumper crop of that year. Much 
of the background information for 
this history was gathered last 
week when Mr. Roe visited 84 
year old Barney Lummage, now 
In retirement on the farm of his 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Denby in the Thigh Hill 
district. Mr. Lummage home¬ 
steaded in 1905 on S.W. section 2- 
16-23, near the Champion Coal 
Mines, but took an interest In the 
lumber business as Bruce Roe re¬ 
calls buying lumber and cement 
from Barney at Nanton In 1909, 


before the advent of the CPR. 

Early In 1912 rail traffic per¬ 
mitted the handling of such com¬ 
modities in town and with the 
formation of the Vulcan Co-op 
came Mr. Lummage as manager. 
At that time the Co-op’s premises 
were located where the machinery 
building of M. R. Morrison Ltd., is 
now located, opposite their main 
office. 

In 1915 the Co-op bought out 
the Crown Lumber Company the 
present location of Revelstoke 
Sawmill Co. Ltd. ,and it is there 
this picture was taken. 

Guy Johnson was next manager 
of the Co-op 'till approximately 
1922 when Ed Caruthers took over. 
In a later year Larry Dawson 
managed the business and was 
with it ’till It was sold to Revel¬ 
stoke in April of 1948. 

In its 36 years of operation the 
Vulcan Co-op saw a large turn¬ 
over of directors whose guidance 


was given not only to lumber sales 
but the handling of livestock and 
grain on a commission basis. 

The horses and wagons of that 
era are gone, likely some of the 
men in the photo have passed on 
but lumber from this yard can 
still be found in farm or town 
buildings.

To the Editor of The Advocate, 
RE: VULCAN TRAILER COURT 

Some of us in the so-called 
trailer court feel that something 
should be done about 'the prevail¬ 
ing condition of said trailer court. 
As we didn’t know whom to ap¬ 
proach, we felt the local paper 
would be a sound medium in 
which to view our complaints. 

Some of us could be called 
transiest but transient or not we 
all take pride in our homes just 
as people in houses take pride in 
theirs. If some trailer dwellers 
were sure that they would be here 
seml-permanent they would in all 
probability attempt to establish a 
yard if given any encouragement. 
However, this shouldn’t be neces¬ 
sary, the court should provide 
suitable grounds which the trailer 
dweller could maintain. By suit¬ 
able grounds, we don’t necessarily 
wish for lawns and cement or 
paved driveways and roads al¬ 
though these exist in some courts 
and would be nice but only ask 
for a leveling of the grounds, 
weeds cut and driveways gravelled. 

The grounds in the Vulcan 
trailer court are disgraceful; it is 
so unlevel and full of holes that 
you risk a broken limb by going 
out doors after dark. There is no 
yard light provided — the light is 
there but not hooked up. To look 
out our front windows, we must 
view messy, smelly, fly-ridden 
garbage cans which are always 
overflowing; . a pile of useless 
boards and lumber, bricks and 
general junk; plus cement forms, 
which are piled so precariously 
that it’s a wonder some child has 
not been hurt badly or even killed 
near It. There is absolutely no 
place for children to play without 
getting hurt or filthy. There are 
unfinished lots where large holes 
prevail needless to say these gap¬ 
ing holes are dangerous and filled 
with water could easily be the site 
of a young child’s drowning. 

Some time ago your paper pub¬ 
lished an article dealing with Al¬ 
berta trailer laws; one of which 
I believe stated that a suitable 
building with showers, toilets, 
washing machines was to be pro¬ 
vided by the first of the year 1961. 
There are no such facilities here; 
the clothes lines are not even in 
proper repair. For this we pay $25 
a month part of which we under¬ 
stand goes to the town for taxes; 
our power is extra as are our heat¬ 
ing fuel, cooking gas and tele¬ 
phones. No one would mind this 
rate of rent if the court was pleas¬ 
ant to live in. 

In the past year the only im¬ 
provements made to the court has 
been the installation of under¬ 
ground wiring which was, we 
understand, compulsary. Rent 
money should be returned to the 
improvement of the court, making 
it a desirable place to live. As it 
is, several people refuse to move 
here and go elsewhere even 
though it means extra miles to 
their work. More people means in¬ 
creased business turnover and 
trailer people buy locally the 
same as anyone else. 

The site for the court is good, 
the traffic is light and therefor 
reasonably safe for children and it
